PARIS, June 21.—A battalion of the 
Seventeenth Infantry Regiment, sta- 
tioned at Agde, in the Department of 
Herault, has deserted with its arms and 
ammunition and joined the insurgent 
winegrowers at Bezieres, the snes 
ters of the regiment.

A little later they renewed 
iheir demand to be allowed to reoccupy 
their former barracks at Bezieres, 

May Call Out All Troops, 

M. Clemenceau curtly replied that he 
refused to parley with deserters or con- 
Fider any proposition but uneonditional 
surrender, adding that he was deter- 
rained to utilize ull the siovernment’s 
military, if necessary, io suppress the 
uprising. 

Details of the,mutiny show 
battalion of the Seventeenth Infantry 
regiment sent from Bezieres to Agde 
on account of the soldiers’ synipathy 
with the local wine growers, raided the 
magazine, filled their pouches with cart- 
ridges, and with fixed bayonets and 
flags flying marched out of Agde and 
entered Bezieres.

to return to duty. 

“Soldiers,” he commanded, 
or obey me.” 

The soldiers replied that they had no 
desire to kill the General, but were de- 
termined to return to Bezieres. 

Routed the Gendarimes. 

A detachment of gendarmes tried to 
bar the road but after the mutineers 
had fired a volley in the air they were 
permitted to pass. 

The mutineers, although without of- 
ficers, marched into Bezieres in perfect 
order at 6 o'clock this morning, the 
cheers of the local crowds mingiing 
with the rolling of the drums and the 
Strains of the bugles. The people gave 
the mutineers a warm welcome and 
furnished them with ample provisions 
and supplies of straw, upon which the 
ured soldiers threw theiselves after 
stationing pickets and proclaiming their 
deterinination to defend their lives in 
the event of being attacked. 


Cabinet Meeting Called, 

The news of the defection of troops, 
together -with reports of other mutinous 
|} eruptions at various points in the prov- 
linces reached the Government this 
morning and caused the gravest concern. 
Premier Clemenceau immediately called 
a Cabinet meeting. 

At the Ministry of the Interior inquir- 
ers were informed that the reports from 
Narbonne and Montpellier showed that 
both pitles were comparatively quiet. 

It Was stated that the Government’s 
watchword remained “The law must 
reign.”’ 

Interior Minister Briand indignantly 
denied the rumors that. he has resigned.

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SECRETARY TAFT TAKES 
EXERCISE AS HE TALKS 





In St. Louis for Two Hours, He Has Conference 
With Festus J. Wade Regarding 
Catholic Philippine Claim. 





Secretary of Was. Taft spent nearly 
two hours in St. Louis Friday morning. 
Most of the time he was in conference 
at the Union Station with Festus J. 
Wade, president of the Mercantile Trust 
Co., relative to the dispute between 
the Philippine Government and the 
Jesuit Fathers over the title to prop- 
erty valued at about $8,000,000. 

Secretary Taft came in from Kansas 
City, arriving at the Union Station at 

7:20 a. m. Mr. Wade, who has been in 
Washineton for some time endeavoring 
to settle the question with the War De- 
partment, got in 26 minutes later. He 
had telegraphed Secretary ‘'aft that he 
would meet him here. 

Mr. Wade spent half an hour with 
Secretary Taft in his room in the Ter- 
minal Hotel and then ht urried to his 
office to get some papers bearing on 
the case. During his absence Secretary 
Taft told a reporter for the Post-Dis- 
patch that he would not announce his 
decision in the matter until he returned 
to Washington. He said that Mr. 
Wade had been appointed to represent 
Archbishop Harty in the negotiations 
with the War Department realtive to 
the ownership of the disputed property. 

Bank and School Involved. 

The Spanish-Philippine Bank, which 
the church has owned for nearly a 
century, one of the Jesuit schools and 
an asylum, are he principal proper- 
ties over which the dispute has arisen. 
When Archbishop Harty was in St. 





Louis recently he selected Mr. Wade to 
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represent the church in bringing about 
a settlement. 

When Mr. Wade returned with his pa- 
pers he and Mr. Taft left the hotel 
and walked up and down Eighteenth 
street while they discussed the ques- 
tion. 

Secretary Taft left for Washington at 
9 a. m. No announcement was made 
that he expected to pass through St. 
Louis Friday, and there was no one at 
the station to meet him. 

Two of Mr. Wade’s daughters, Mrs. 
Charles Scullin and Miss Ruth Wade, 
who went to the station to meet their 
father, were presented to Secretary Taft. 

Taft Takes Exercise. 
For a quarter of an hour before his 


train departed Secretary Taft and Mr. 
Wade walked up and down the station 
midway. The secretary seemed to be in 
need of exercise, and he lost no op- 
portunity to get it while he was here. 
He said that he. was feeling fine, not- 
withstanding that he had slept but four 
nights last week. 

Secretary Taft refused to break si- 
lence as to his political aspirations. He 
would not discuss the presidency or 
the possibility of his nomination, or 
make any suggestion as to what he 
thought the issue of the next national 
campaign will be. 

The Secretary was asked about the 
report sent out from St. Paul concern- 
ing his probable retirement from public 
life. He said that the reporters asked 
him whether it was true that he was 
worn out physically and wanted to re- 
tire from public life, and that he asked 
them to look at him and judge for 
themselves. He insisted that there was 
nothing he could Say on political mat- 
ters. 

Secretary Taft ate a hearty breakfast 
at the Union Station restaurant. He 
asked for a seat near the window, so 
that he could look across the midway 
into the train shed and watch the 
movements of the trains.

Fifteen thousand dollars was the ag- 
gregate fine imposed upon four men 
and women for policy playing by Judge 
Wilson A. Taylor of the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction, after an attempt had 
been made to disqualify him from exer- 
cising judgment.

Judge Daniel G. Taylor Discusses 
Marriage, Divorce and Swim- 
ming Pools. 








WHY ONE MAN 





He Tells His Wife Not to Do

I. JUDGE DANIEL G. TAYLOR. 
While I was waiting for Judge Taylor 
to come in, the janitor gave me a paper, 
and I commenced to read extracts from 
the Rev. Dr. Badson’s sermon. 

“Did you ever see any social savages 
in silks and satins, Judge?’ I asked, 
quoting from the sermon, as the jurist 
entered. 

“Come over to my courtroom next de- 
fault day,’ was his answer.

Grand Protector Cobb of K. and L. 
of H. Declares Accusations 
Ridiculous. 








Members of the Knights and Ladies 
of Honor do not expect the internal 
troubles of the order growing out of 
differences. between Grand Protector 
O’Keefe and Vice-Grand Protector Cobb 
to end with the present trial of O’Keefe, 
which will end probably Saturday. 

Whether O’Keefe is acquitted or con- 
victed of the charges of improperly con- 
Cucting initiations and of disloyalty to 
the order and other technical offenses, 
Cobb will be tried on July 6 on other 
charges preferred by two members of 
Lily Lodge.

Cobb and his wife were both present 
Iriday at the executive hearlng by the 
supreme lodge committee of the charges 
against O’Keefe.

Oscar Buettner Dies on Boat En 
Route to Enthusiastic Gath- 
ering at Cairo.

CAIRO, Ill., June 21.—Cairo is surely 
in the grip of the Egyptian Hustlers. 
Yesterday afternoon everybody was out 
in gala attire and the white suit parade 
which the Hustlers put on at about 2°30 
was a beautiful spectacle. It was aug- 
mented by a large number of automo- 
biles gaily decorated. 

One accident happened in the parade 
which might have been serious, but re- 
sulted only in a few bruises and scratch- 
es. A large float occupied by 20 Cairo 
young ladies, called the ‘Hustler Girls,”’ 
collapsed, dumping all into the street, 
piling them on top of each other. 

A rush was made by the spectators to 
assist the young ladies, expecting to find 
many with broken bones, but barring a 
few sprains and bruises they were all 
right and were placed in automobiles in 
the parade. 

Before the pageant reached the park 
where the address of welcome was to 
have been given by Mayor Parsons and 
the response by President Dekker, and 
where the afternoon sports were to have 
taken place, a heavy shower set in and 
nearly 5000 persons were drenched. The 
day’s sport ‘had to be abandoned. 

The shower destroyed fully one-half 
the decorations in the city and much ad- 
ditional work had to be done this morn- 
ing to replace them. 

Brilliant Tlumination. 

The illumination of the city last night 
was the most brilliant ever seen in Cai- 
ro. Nearly two miles of streets were 
lighted by double rows of electric lights 
and the crowds were so great that the 
center of the thoroughfares had to be 
traversed by the sightseers. 

The big fireworks display on the river 
front was postponed until tonight owing 
to the weather. Oldrieve, the water 
walker, gave his stunt last evening, wit- 
nessed by many thousands. 

Seats have been provided on the levee 
slope for 5000 persons, and here the band 
concerts, fireworks, boat races, etc., can 
comfortably be viewed. 

The only incident to seriously mar the 
festivities thus far was the sudden death 
this morning of one of the Hustlers. 

Oscar Buettner, traveling correspond- 
ent of the Chicago Tribune, was at- 
tacked. by heart failure and expired ina 
few hours. His death took place on 
board the steamer Cape Girardeau, 
which brought down the St. Louis and 
Belleville delegations, 

Dies While on Boat, 


Mr. Buettner was a hustler and came 
down yesterday with his wife on the 
boat from St. Louis. They were occu- 
pving a berth.. This morning he awoke 
at 4:30 feeling unwell, dressed, stepped 
out to the cabin and fell to the floor. 
Mayor Parsons took Mrs. Buettner and 
her sister to his home and the body 
was taken to an undertaker. 

J. H. Buettner of St. Louis, brother 
of the deceased, will arrive this even- 
ing. Oscar Buettner formerly was of 
Red Bud, Ill, and lately had been a 
resident of Indianapolis and St. Louis. 

The Mardi Gras parade this morning 
was such an affair as only the ‘jolly 
drummers” can get up. There was fun 
and frolic galore. Owing to the rain 
of yesterday nearly all the fun will be 
crowded into one day. 

The Belleville crowd are all here and 
bid fair to win the Hustlers’ meeting 
for 1908, although the Centralia people 
are working hard for the honor.

HORSE AND DOG MEAT IN 


GREAT DEMAND IN GERMANY 





Steady Increase Is Shown in Con- 
sumption of These Animals 
in Cities. 
By Wire From the Washington Ku. 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, June 21.—The use of 
horse and dog meat has greatly in- 
creased in Germany during the last 
two years Advices received at the 
State Department show that luring 1906 
182,000 horses were slaughtered for fod, 
an increase of 20,000 over 190, and of 
47,000 over 1904. 

The number of dogs slaughtered dur- 
ing 1906 is estimated at 700. In the city 
of Chemnitz alone 698 dogs were killed, 
an increase of 88 over 190, and during 
the same period 1070 horses, an increase 
of 87 over 196. 

Horseflesh is generally advertised in 
the German newspapers, and :most Ger- 
man cities have at least one market 
which makes it a specialty, ciaiming 
for it a higher percentage of nourish- 
nent than beef, veal, mutton or pork. 
Neither is it unusual to find advertise- 
ments of dog meat or for the purchase 
ef dogs for slaughter.

When death took the baby through 
whom she hoped to win back her hus- 
band, Mrs. gJosephine Maulhardt con- 
cealcd her loss, substituted another 
baby, and begged her husband, for the 
child's sake, to return to her. 

Hle, although not knowing of the de- 
ception, refused to see the mother or 
the infant whom he thought to be is 
own. ‘ 

Mrs. Maulhardt’s pitifu! story was 
told after she had been taken to police 
headquarters Thursday evening by de- 
tectives, who suspected that she knew 
of the baby found dead in Pittsburg 
Lake, near East St. Louis, last Satur- 
day. She denied knowing of the East 
Side tragedy. 

‘‘My husband, Emil Maulhardt, desert- 
ed me in January, 1905,’’ said Mrs. Maul- 
hardt. “I tried to effect a reconciliation 
but failed. ° 

It was my one hope that my baby 
would bring my husband back to me. 
The baby died before it was an hour 
old. My hopes of winning back. my 
husband were shattered. 

“IT eonsulted Dr. Balldridge of 1011 
Cass avenue and he got a baby for me, 
whica I afterward nursed and cared for 
as my own. No one but the physician 
knew my secret. My own mother and 
vrother believed the baby was my own. 

Refuses to Return, 

“T appealed to my husbana to re- 
turn home for the sake of the child, 
but he refused. Then I prosecuted him 
for abandonment and he was found 
guilty and fined. He claimed in his de- 
fense that I had a husband at the time 
he married me. 

‘T was divorced from Henry Moeh- 
ring, my first husba:d, in 1904. He had 
treated me cruelly and I ached for re- 
venge. When I became engaged to 
miarry Maulhardt an idea struck me. I 
made Moehring believe I still loved him 
and encouraged him until he proposed 
a second marriage. I went with him to 
St. Charles, Mo., and we obtained a 
marriage license, but we were not mar- 
ried. 

“T wanted Moehring to feel the heart 
pains he had made me suffer. I lurea 
him almost to the altar and then 
dropped him. 

“When Maulhardt was tried on the 
wife abandenment charge I carried the 
substitute baby to court ana showed it 
to him. He believed it was his child, 
but his heart was not touched. 

Baby in an Asylum, 

“When I was forced to support my- 
self I boarded the baby at first one 
place and then another. For several 
months my mother took care of it at 
ner home, 3653 South Compton avenue. 
last Saturday I took the baby to St. 
Aun’s Asylum. I told the sisters there 
the true story of my relationship with 
tre child. The baby 1s still there.” 

Mrs. Maulhardt was taken to Police 
Headquarters after the police had 
learned that she had taken the child 
away from the home of a Mrs. Corn- 
wall, lig Ohio avenue, East St. Louis.

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Sky Sailor in Airship Makes Successful Trip 
Navigating His Machine With Ease and Re- 
turning to Earth at Point Selected. 





By Leased Wire from the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, June 21.—Cutting double 
loops in an airship along the sky roof 
of Staten Island, and seemingly with 
as much ease as skippers 500 feet be- 
neath found in maneuvering their sail- 
boats on the bay, Lincoln Beachy, air 
pilot, kept 2000 persons “‘rubbernecking” 
for half an hour yesterday afternoon. 
When the cigar-shaped contrivance 
was high in the air, it looked the size 
of, and apparently was as buoyant as 
the smoke of a cigar. Beachy kept it 
going. too, until he was ready to come 

to earth. 

Beachy had announced his intention 
of sailing from South Beach over the 
bay and into Manhattan atmosphere, 
but because of a stiff breeze the path- 
ways were a little rough and he con- 
tented himself with circulating through 
the upper stratum of Staten Island's 
ozone. A big crowd gathered at Happy- 
land, from which the start was made. 
His seat was astride of a- triangular 
frame, suspended 5 feet from the cigar- 
shaped gasbag. The balloon was 52 feet 
long and 16 feet in diameter. 

The propeller was stationed-in front 
and pulled the ship. The blades were 
9 feet across. When Beachy wanted to 
“hit it up’’ the propeller made 400 revo- 
lutions a minute. 

The crowd cheered when Beachy 
climbed aboard, and the airship rose 
slowly until it had reached a height of 
500 feet. On the way up the aero- 
naut showed the crowd how easy it 
was to sail. He. guided a skyward 
course by sliding back to the rear of 





the frame, his weight throwing the 
nose of the ship upward, and the ac- 
tion of the propeller did the rest. To 
descend he slid back until his weight 
depressed the nose of the ship. It sailed 
on an even keel when Beachy held his 
seat in'the center of the frame.

of Boston, to abduct her at her school 
home and carry her off in an automo- 
bile. 

Miss Straine reached her apartments 
about midnight. Two hours later she 
and her French maid were awakened 
and Miss Straine was greatly shocked 
to find her father and a strange woman 
in her room. The young woman and her 
maid screamed and aroused persons in 
other rooms, and several neighbors, who 
rushed to the house. 

According to William McLean and Jer- 
ry Bullman, Wellesley young men, who 
were summoned as witnesses, they ran 
into the house and upstairs to Miss 
Straine’'s room. They found the glass 
in the door broken, and they say Straine 
had his daughter and her maid on the 
floor, a piece of rope over his daughter’s 
head and a black bag, with which he 
was apparently trying to cover her face. 

Abductor Captured. 

They declare they seized Straine, but 
he broke away. He was caught by Pa- 
trolman Armitage, who locked him up 
on a charge of disturbing the peace.

Straine has had a checkered career in 
recent years. He has operated exten- 
sively in @nancial schemes in Boston 
and its vicinity. 
Straine’s companion said she resided 
in Worcester. She appears to be about 
35 years old, and is rather good looking. 
She and Straine were held in $100 bonds 
o.ch to appear next Thursday. 
Straine was conspicuous about ten 
years ago as preagident of the United 
‘Llelegram Co., and in May, 1897, he and 
ureasurer Charlies A. Lamson were ar- 
rested, charged with trying*to defrand 
the company out of about $73,000.

GIRL WAS TORK 


Article Found in. Lake Indicates 
That Mary Vennell Met Vio- 
lent Death. 





, BRIDGETON, N. J., June 21.—An ar- 
ticle of clothing belonging to Mary Ver- 
rell, whose body was found in Sunsct 
Lake, was found by a World reporter 
today on the edge of the shore at Piney 
Point. The spot where this article was 
discovered is about 100 yards from where 
the body was found and close to where 
George Evans, who took Miss Vennel! 
out in the boat, says he tanded when 
toad swam ashore after his boat was 
sunk. He did not meke any attempt to 
lenve the girl. 

The article was still damp, as if it 
had been in the water, and was torn, 2s 
Lie it had been removed by violence. Ever 
ne | since the drowning occurred the rela- 





; tives of the girl have insisteli that she 


wore this piece of clothing when she 
left home. It was shown to Mrs. Eliza 
Ecrett, the mother of Miss Vennell. 
who, in the presence of Coroner Hitch- 
ner, positively identified it. 

Identified by Girl’s Mother. 

“I gave it to my daughter,” she said. 

“late Monday afternoon. fhe came in 
here while I was iroi:iing and asked me 
for it, and I gave it to her. I know it is 
the same, because it is darned.” 
The newly discovered evidence has an 
important bearing on the case, as it 
strongly suggests that violence was used 
in removing it. Added to this are th: 
abrasions on the upper and lower jirs 
and the cut con the inner side of tha 
lower lip, which was probably made "sy 
contact with the teeth. 

There are no other marks of violence 
on the body, despite reports to the con- 
trary. There is a well-defined scratch 
about an inch and a half long on Evans’ 
right e¢heek. He told a reporter he did 
not know how he got this scratch. 

Several persons who were out on the 
lake the night of the tragedy have come 
forward to testify that about the time 
Miss Vennell came to her death they 
heard a scream in the direction of 
Piney Point. One of those who heard 
the scream is a substantial Bridgeton 
citizen, who called on the Coroner this 
morning. 

Evans Hired a Boat. 

Henry Batcheler, who had charge of 
the boathouse on Tuesday night, re- 
membered hiring the boat to Evans and 
Miss Vennell. He said if Evans had 
been drinking he did not notice it. He 
also contradicted the report that Evans 
took three bottles of beer out in the 
boat with him. 

J. Hampton Fithian is Prosecutor of 
the Pleas of Cumberland County, of 
which Bridgeton is the county seat. 
Mayor George Hampton of Bridgeton is 
Mr. Fithian’s law partner. These two 
men held a consultation with the Cor- 
oner, at which the newly discovered 
evidence was discussed. 

“While there is evidence pointing t. 
violence,’’ said the prosecutor after tre 
conference, 
to make an arrest at this iime. 

“I have had a talk with the father o°? 
George Evans and he has assured me 
that he will produce. his son at the in- 
quest on Tuesday next, or at any other 
time his presence may be required. We 
propose to make a thorough investiga- 
tion of Miss Vennell’s death.”’

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INHUMAN STORM PREDIOTIONS. 

“Better get into your storm. cellar or under the 
bed and stay there from Wednesday until Friday 
of this week,”’ is the opening sentence of a news 
feature in’ Monday’s edition of a local: morning 
newspaper. The scare advice was based on the 
alleged discovery of sun spots indicating terrible 
storms, by a local weather guesser, who spends 
most of his time trying to advertise himself by 
predictions of dire disasters. 

Doubtless many credulous persons—many per- 
sons who have actually suffered from storms and 
whose overwrought nerves are pitifully worked 
upon by storm predictions—have passed several 
wretched days and nights on account of these pro- 
phecies of destructive disturbances. 

The public ought to be spared the infliction of 
these prophets of disaster who take hit or miss 
chances as weather predictors. Storms are bad 
enough when they come. If they could be pre- 
dicted with accuracy it woula be a good service 
to predict: them in time to enable the public to 
make suitable preparations. But to scatter broad- 
cast wild guesses of impending doom is merely to 
sentence nervous persons to the undergoing of 
storm horrors many times -repeated. It merely 
puts into their minds naunting fears of what may 
happen—shadows without reality or truth. It is 


inhuman.

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THE AUTO-SPEEDING FARCE. 

The folly of the present police method of reg- 
ulating the speed of autos was well illustrated, 
with an outrageous variation, by Officer Stinger’s 
wild chase of an auto scorcher in the auto of Mr. 
George M. Wright, containing Mr. Wright’s 
daughters. 

Mr. Wright's indignation at the seizure of his 
automobile and the endangering of the lives of his 
children by the police officer is justified. But the 
public is justified in being indignant at the mis- 
use of the streets by the police to chase a vio- 
lator of the speed: law. The policeman himself 
violated the speed law and endangered not only 
the lives of the occupants of the automobile he 
had seized, but the lives of any luckless persons 
afoot or in vehicle who attempted to cross his 
path. The chase was a disgraceful spectacle, in 
disregard of law and public safety. 

And a greater cause of general public indigna- 
tion was the fact that Judge Tracy of the City 
Hall Police Court fined the chauffeur of the racing 
automobile only $10. According to the account 
of the chase, the occupants of the speeding machine 
knew that the policeman was after them and tried 
to escape by increasing their speed. They showed 
contempt for law and authority and should have 
been punished to the full limit of the law. The 
fine in this case should have been $500 instead of 
$10, and if any additional punishment were pos- 
sible under the law, it should nave been inflicted. 
Proceedings of this kind make the speed law a 
farce.

Atlantic Fleet Has. Not Been 
Ordered to the Western 
States. 





By Wire From the Washington Bu- 


reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, June 21.—Instruc- 
tions have not been given to the power- 


ful Atlantic fleet, under command of 
Rear Admiral Evans to concentrate on 


the Pacific station in anticipation of 
war with Japan, irresponsible publica- 
tionsjto the contrary notwithstanding. 

Th Statement was made by one of 
the highest naval authorities who said 
no such orders had been considered; 
that action is not anticipated, and that 
such a proposal is regarded as silly by 
the navy. 

To order the Atlantic fleet, which 
consists of many battleships, to the 
Pacific station would be tantamount to 
a threat of war against Japan, as there 
is absolutely no use for such a fleet 
on the Pacific. This Government is do- 
ing all in its power to avoid anything 
which would give color to the idea that 
there is any hostility toward Japan, 

Would Be Threatening. 

The dispatch of the Atlantie fleet to 
the Pacific would be interpreted by 
Japan as evidence of hosti'e intent on 


the part of this Government, according 
to the view at the Navy Department. 
The general pian ror the summer 
maneuvers was delayed through the 
participation by the fieet in the naval 
pageant at the Jamestown Exposition. 
These vessels have now scattered. The 
third division of the Atlantic fleet, un- 
der commang of Rear Admiral Davis, 
comprising the battleships Alabama, 
Illinois, Kearsarge and Kentucky, will 
go to various navy yurds for repairs. 
The Connecticut, which has not yet 
completed her target practice, went 
aoe dry dock yesterday for examina- 
on. 


Itinerary of Fleet. 

The battleships Iowa, Ohio, Indiana, 
Minnesota and Maine will remain at 
Hampton Roads for some time. The 
battleship Missouri will go to the Nor- 
folk navy yard for repairs. 

The Louisiana, Rhode Island, New 
Georgia and Virginia are 
leave Norfolk and’ go to 
Cape Cod, Mass., where they will en- 
gage in target practice. They wel re- 
main there three or four weeks. Upon 
the completion of target practice the 
ships needing repairs will be sent to 
the various navy yards, All the repairs 
will be completed early in September 
and the entire fleet will go to the West 
Indies for the fall target practice and 
tactical drills. 

The battleships Wasntngton and Ten- 
nessee will go to Bordeaux, France, to 
attend the Internationa! Maritime Ex- 

sition and will return to the United 
tates late in August. These are the 
only two vessels of the feet which will 
leave American waters, according to 
the itinerary which has been completed.
